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C.A. Dolph 


Charles Alford Dolph was an entrepreneur, collector and craftsman. 
A second generation cabinet and furniture maker, Charles and 
his wife Jennie moved from Homer, Michigan to South Bend, 
Indiana in 1892 engaging in the furniture business. Charles 
and Jennie built three stores and started the innovative ‘Indiana 
Installment Company’ making the fine quality furniture they 
constructed affordable to the people of South Bend. Their deliveries 
and collections were performed weekly via horse and wagon. 


Charles learned from his father, Joseph M. Dolph, the values of 
family, conservatism and community. Charles taught those honorable 
principles to his son, Frank Ezra Dolph. When Frank became a 
partner in the furniture business the company grew and the name 
was changed to C.A. Dolph and Son. Through the success of their 
business and community involvement Charles was named as director 
and vice president of the Merchants National Bank of South Bend, 
where his signature can be found on their National Bank Notes. 


The C.A. Dolph family lived in a beautiful home they builtin 1910 near 
Notre Dame. The home remains standing to this day and continues to 
serve as one of the finest residences in the city. With an eye for value 
and his vision of the future, Charles’ interest in collections started in 
South Bend. Having banking and craftsmanship as his background, 
coins and currency as well as firearms became his collecting choices. 
Charles collected gold and silver coins and currency due to their 
conservative value, history and beauty. With living history in hand it 
did not take long for Frank’s enthusiasm for collecting to align with his 
father’s. Together they spent many hours working on their currency 
collection. Charles and Frank shared the enjoyment of collecting many 
different types of notes from Colonials to Fractionals to Large Size 
Type Notes and Nationals and everything in between. The splendor 
and artistry in the depiction of U.S. history in these high grade 
notes show the passion Charles and Frank shared for their country. 


Frank’s young daughter, Dorothy was diagnosed with polio in 1925 
so the family moved west for a warmer climate. They purchased 
properties and built beautiful family homes in Hollywood, 
California. Charles and Frank continued to amass their collection 
with confidence, knowledge and experience, trading with many of 
the leading dealers of the day, including the legendary numismatist 
B. Max Mehl. The C.A. Dolph and Son Collection has remained 
untouched for more than 60 years until now, when the Dolphs’ 
brilliance has come to light for all to enjoy. Young Dorothy thrived 
in the warm California sun and today at age 93 still resides in 
Southern California. 


Started in the 1920's and assembled during the 1930's and 1940's, 
the collection has laid untouched since at least 1950.

His collecting interests expanded once again in 1960 with the addition of paper money. Three 

years later, while on a trip to Chicago, he purchased his first national bank note- a well-worn 

| $20 1902 Plain Back from Youngstown, OH. In the intervening years, Kelly has managed to 
acquire small size notes from 334 of the 336 Ohio banks which issued them, in addition to a 

vast treasure trove of large size notes from Ohio. Of particular interest to him are notes from towns and banks that have unusual 

names. 





Although his collection is legendary, his contributions to numismatics extend far beyond that. His first edition of National Bank 
Notes- A Guide With Prices (or the “Kelly book” as it was soon nicknamed) was published to critical and professional acclaim 

in 1981, with Don receiving the Robert Friedberg Award from the Professional Numismatists Guild in 1982. After the second 
edition was published in 1985, he received the Nathan Gold Memorial Award for the Advancement of Paper Money Collecting. 
The Professional Currency Dealers Association bestowed their Literary Award upon him in 2004. Don was particularly thrilled to 
receive the John T. Hickman Award for Outstanding Research in the field of United States Currency in 1997. 


Don resides in Oxford, Ohio, where he is known as “Jane Kelly’s husband,” and where he is a proud grandfather who loves to 
spend time with his grandkids.

Chartered by Czar Paul I in 1799, the Russian-American Company had a monopoly on trade in Russian America. The territory included 
the Aleutian Islands, Alaska, and extended as far south as present-day Northern California. Fort Ross, located in Sonoma County, CA 
was established by the Russian-American Company (RAC) in 1812. The state-sponsored trading company also had Fort Elizabeth 
built on the island of Kauai, Hawaii in an attempt to gain influence there as well. The RAC was similar in scope to the Hudson’s Bay 
Company and the East India Companies. 


Notes were produced by the Russian-American Company and were issued circa 1816 to 1867. Seven different denominations have been 
reported: 10, 25, and 50 Kopeks along with 1, 5, 10, and 25 Roubles. 


One of the primary businesses of the Russian-American Company was fur trading. The notes are often referred to as “walrus or sealskin 
money” because some of the notes were actually printed on walrus skins. Otter skins were shipped in waterproof walrus skin bags and 
the bags were then recycled to produce the notes. In Russia the notes were known as Kozhanye (skins). 


In 1867, U.S. Secretary of State William H. Seward negotiated the sale of Alaska to the United States for $7 million dollars and the RAC 
ceased operations. The purchase was known as “Seward’s Folly” until gold was discovered. 


An estimated 150-200 total pieces of Russian-American Company scrip are believed to survive today. The majority of the other 
eighteen known 1 Rouble denomination examples are housed in museums around the world: including the Hermitage, the Museum 
of Anthropology and Ethnography in St. Petersburg, the Smithsonian, the National Museum in Helsinki, and the Ulster Museum in 
Belfast; leaving very few pieces available to private collectors. 


Zander noted that there does not appear to be a signature on this piece and theorized that if there is indeed no signature, the “use of 
green ink for the ruble value carried over from the 1842 issue, when it started, to the succeeding issue.” The note measures 58 x 40 mm 
and is printed in green ink on off-white parchment. 


Graded by PMG as Choice Very Fine 35 Net, PMG mentioned restoration as the reason for the net grade. The “restoration” involved the 
repair of a tear approximately 9 mm long at top center.

Anderson did not assign a rarity rating to these notes, instead 
listing “unknown” which indicates although issued, no survi- 
vors had been uncovered prior to the publication of The Price 
of Liberty.

The PMG holder makes 
reference to the Ford sale, but does not label this note a coun- 
terfeit. Very early notes are often open for discussion as to 
genuineness, but in this instance, there seems to be no room 
for doubt. The carefully researched Stack’s catalog lays the 
case out very clearly and points out the interesting aside that 
the passer of this bill (as noted in pen notation on its back) 
was the brother-in-law of John Potter, one of the authorized 
signers whose forged signature appears on the face of the 
note. The good news is that these early counterfeits trade on 
the market in lock-step with the genuines. At the Stack’s sale 
over six years ago, this note realized $9200. It’s a beautiful 
and extraordinarily historic piece that should realize con- 
siderably more this evening.

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Rhode Island June 16, 1775 10s PMG Very Good 10. PMG 
has accurately noted “Splits” on this rare Rhode Island 
note.

Fractional Presentation Book 


12492 Spencer M. Clark’s Fractional Currency Presentation Book. 

In May of 1866, nearly four years after Congress approved the production of Fractional Currency, thirteen presentation books contain- 
ing Fractional Specimens were produced and presented to President Andrew Johnson, his cabinet, and several congressmen. That group 
included the book offered here. It was presented to Spencer M. Clark, who was Superintendent of the National Currency Bureau and 
later the BEP (1862-1868). Clark was a bit of an eccentric genius, and is best known for placing his own portrait on the Third Issue Five 
Cent Fractional Currency note. The note was first issued in January of 1865. Whether intended as an actual act of colossal vanity or 
merely as an insiders’ joke, Spencer Clark’s self-serving deed brought the wrath of Congress down on both Clark and the Bureau. The 
Act of April 7, 1866, which prohibited the placing of the portrait of any living person on U.S. currency, was a direct result of Clark’s mis- 
use of his authority. 


In our 2005 Central States Signature Auction, we presented the President Andrew Johnson Presentation Book with the following infor- 
mation about rarity and the notes in the books, “Twelve presentation books have been definitively traced to this date, seven of them 
from the original presentation group, two others with Spencer Clark’s name on the cover and three with either missing or blank covers, 
which may or may not have been part of the presentation group. Our best estimate is that sixteen originally existed: the census group 
of twelve and four others, which may or may not still exist. Of the census group, three are impounded in museums: the ANA, the ANS 
and the Smithsonian...All the known Fractional presentation books contain the same 31 Proof notes. All are distinct Proof printings, 
sharper in both color and quality than normal Specimen notes, and all lack bronzing, overprints and design letters.” Clark’s influence 
was monumental, making his Specimen Presentation Book a treasured part of the history of United States Fractional Currency. (40,000-

Milt 
Friedberg has located a document from the Third Session 
of the Fortieth Congress, where in testimony a Mr. William 
Coleman testified that he and a Mr. Drummer counted the 
blank banknote paper before it was printed, and stamped 
it with a little stamp consisting of a rectangle with “Treas 
Dpt.,” inscribed on it. This rectangle was stamped on the 
corner of the sheet to indicate that it had been counted. A 
second version relies on the research of Martin Gengerke. 
That version is that Congress, having become concerned 
with counterfeiting, ordered the Treasury Department to 
print notes on distinctive paper. The Treasury Department 
circumvented Congress’s orders by stamping each sheet 
“Treas Dpt.,” thereby making the regular banknote paper 
distinctive, instead of having to go back to the drawing board 
and print Experimental notes on various forms of paper, 
a process which had already been done, and during which 
Treasury Department officials never found a satisfactory 
substitute for the regular banknote paper. Several different 
sizes and shapes of Treasury Department rectangles are 
known, and it’s possible, perhaps even likely, that both of 
these accounts are correct. In either case, the rectangle was at 
the very edge of the sheet, and it was intended to be trimmed 
off, accounting for their extreme rarity. 


The Five Cent denomination is the second scarcest on which 
to find these Treasury Department bronze rectangles. On 
this note it appears on the lower right corner of the back, and 
it is remarkably clear and complete. Only the top of the capi- 
tal “T” in “Treas” and the very top of the “D” in “Dpt” are cut 
by the edge.

A Trio of Incredibzle California Obsolete Rarities 
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Darwin, CA- Defiance Mining Company $3 May 25, 1876 

This note and the two that follow are among the highlights of the C.A. Dolph & Son collection, an assemblage of U.S. currency of 
all types including Colonials, Obsoletes, Fractionals, Large Size Type Notes and Large Size National Bank Notes that was purchased 
between 1930 and 1950 and has laid dormant within the family until offered in this sale. Among the most unexpected of treasures were 
the three California obsolete examples offered in this and the following two lots. 

Darwin was a mining community located in Inyo County, more familiar to non-Californians as Death Valley. It was founded by 
Darwin French, an early explorer of the region, where in 1874 large deposits of lead and silver were found, making Darwin an overnight 
boom town. The Defiance Mine became the principal mine of the district, and by the end of 1875 the town boasted two smelters, twenty 
working mines, 200 frame houses, seventy eight business establishments, and a population of 700, with water shipped in from the near- 
by Coso Mountains. By 1876 the mines began to play out, with the Defiance furnace shutting down in August of that year, and, by 1878, 
new strikes in Bodie and Mammoth City prompted the few remaining miners to abandon Darwin. Although mining was revived after 
another strike in 1907, the town was abandoned after World War II, leaving it the ghost town it is today. 

Until the three notes offered here tonight were unearthed, only one example from this short lived venture was known to exist, with that 
piece unknown until the sale of the John J. Ford collection of Western Obsoletes in October, 2007. The Ford holdings contained one 
note from this issuer, an unsigned and unissued remainder $20 which realized $3850 and was immediately re-offered at $8500. The $3 
offered here is fully signed and issued, and is date stamped, as are all three pieces from this collection. The date on this note is May 25, 
1876. 

Any estimate on this or the other two notes offered from this issuer is simply speculative and, considering the rarity of these items, a 
total guess, but we suspect that if rarity and desirability are any guide, these wonderful notes will fetch a considerable sum this evening.

SOUTH CAROLINA OBSOLETES 


We are pleased to offer fourteen lots containing a large quantity of notes from the Bank of the State of South 
Carolina. The lots provide insight into post-Civil War finance in South Carolina as explained below. Included 
within the material are a number of varieties that are unlisted in Sheheen’s South Carolina Obsolete Notes and 
Scrip. Please see the individual lot descriptions for additional information. 


The Bank of the State of South Carolina, wholly owned by the State of South Carolina, was chartered in 1812. 
It also served as the fiscal agent of the State from its inception until the end of the Civil War in 1865. This was 
a unique arrangement in the South and the notes were considered State issues because they were fully backed 
by the State of South Carolina. Due to that fact, the U.S. Supreme Court upheld a decision after the war that the 
bank could not enter into bankruptcy, but must instead pay off its obligations. 


The City of Charleston’s downtown district was largely destroyed by a fire in 1838. In order to rebuild, the bank 
loaned $2,500,000. The money was borrowed on bonds of the State that were guaranteed by the bank and were 
known as the Fire Loan Bonds and also stock known as the Fire Loan Stock. Dabney, Morgan & Co., a London 
banking firm, provided the majority of the funds. J.P. Morgan was a partner in the firm. 


After the Civil War, numerous court cases were filed and conflicting decrees were issued in an attempt to 
determine whether the bank’s liabilities were liabilities of the state. As previously mentioned, the Supreme 
Court held that they were. 


A majority of the notes in the group lots being offered have oval stamps on the back that read “DABNEY, 
MORGAN & CO/vs./The Pres’t & Dir’s of the/BANK of the STATE of SO, CA./PROVED/C.H. SIMONTON, 
Referee.”

As JV. Nielsen, Jr. stated in his April, 1955 article, “Post-Confederate Finance in South Carolina,” published 
in The South Carolina Historical Magazine, “Numerous conflicting court decrees were handed down. In one 
instance, a dividend of 2 per cent was paid by Charles H. Simonton, referee, on certain bills which had been 
“proved” in a suit brought by Dabney, Morgan & Co. against the President and Directors of the Bank of the State 
of South Carolina.” 


A number of the bills also display “CANCELED” stamps on the back from various county treasurers. As Nielsen 
went on to explain, “In certain instances, the bills were received, by court order, in payment of state taxes by 
county treasurers. But there apparently was no accurate record of how many bills were outstanding, and it was 
soon apparent that if they were received for taxes, the state would have no other revenue. Brokers were offering 
these bills for sale at a discount, so taxpayers could use them and, in effect, get a reduction in taxes thereby. 
Treasurers soon sought relief and obtained court orders which authorized them to receive them, tie them up in 
packages and mark them for identification, but not to issue tax receipts for them, pending court orders.”

12874 Ten Note Federal Reserve Proof Presentation Set Number 1, Presented by Secretary of the Treasury William G. McAdoo on 
December 21, 1914 On December 23, 1913, President Woodrow Wilson signed into law the Federal Reserve Act, which transformed 
the American monetary system and is now about to celebrate its one hundredth birthday. Soon thereafter, Joseph E. Ralph, the Director 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, was assigned the task of designing and producing the new Federal Reserve Notes. During 
the next year, various prototype designs were produced until a standardized design was finalized in the Fall of 1914. As a part of the 
design process, a small quantity of Proof examples was produced. These Proofs were printed from the actual currency plates on to card 
stock, with the Treasury seal and the all zero serial numbers glued on by hand by the pressman. On the back of each Proof the official 
“Proofing Room” number was imprinted in light blue ink. 


In a letter dated October 28, 1914, a copy of which is included with this lot, Director Ralph presented the Secretary of the Treasury, 
William G. McAdoo, with a Proof note for the new $5 denomination, informing the Secretary that the first Federal Reserve Notes would 
bear the “Richmond Federal Reserve District” seal. 


Gene Hessler, in his book U.S. Essay, Proof & Specimen Notes, states that the 1916 “Annual Report of the Bureau of Engraving & Printing” 
notes that only two complete sets of Proofs were produced, although it is likely that either two more sets were unofficially created or that 
other Proofs were combined to make at least two more sets, as four complete sets are said to exist today. 


This however, is the very first set produced, and comes with the card which accompanied the set when it was presented to the Honorable 
Joseph E. Ralph, Director of the Bureau of Engraving & Printing, by Treasury Secretary McAdoo on December 21, 1914. 


The set consists of ten pieces, a Richmond district front of each of the five denominations along with a back for each of the five 
denominations. All have been encapsulated in custom holders and graded by PMG, with the grades of each as follows: $5 Front Proof 
Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $5 Back Proof Superb Gem 67 EPQ, $10 Face Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $10 Back Proof Gem 
Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $20 Face Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $20 Back Proof Choice Uncirculated 64, $50 Face Proof Superb 
Gem Uncirculated 67 EPQ, $50 Back Proof Choice Uncirculated 64, $100 Face Proof Gem Uncirculated 66 EPQ, $100 Back Proof 
Gem Uncirculated 65 EPQ. 


With the Federal Reserve System in the news virtually every day for the past two years, and with public interest in the Fed at an all time 
high, this magnificent set, which is missing from even the Smithsonian Institution or the Fed itself, is a veritable founding document 
from the Federal Reserve System’s earliest days, and this set of Proofs, the first set of Federal Reserve Notes ever produced, a true nation- 
al treasure which no amount of money could ever duplicate.

Certificate $1,457.18 Feb. 1, 1806 PMG Very Good 10 Net 
A scarce item with neither Anderson nor Hessler contain- 
ing an image of this variety. A boy’s head and two rows of 
boughs are seen over an embossed seal of an eagle on this 
indented certificate that includes a hand pointing right and 
“Deferred Debt.” within parentheses at top to the right of the 
design and to the left of “UNITED STATES LOAN- OFFICE.” 
A boxed “B” that is of a plainer variety, with the B closer to 
the left margin of the box, is also seen on this example that 
is numbered 168. Additional text is contained at the bottom 
specifying conditions regarding the principal. The net grade 
was assigned due to tape reconstruction and pieces missing. 
The signature at lower right appears to have been cut out as 
a means of cancellation and tears and areas of paper loss are 
observed at the top margin. However, the grade seems a bit 
harsh to this cataloger given the overall appearance of the 
note. The paper retains good color, the handwritten elements 
remain dark, and the embossing is strong.

In the early years, this sleepy little village only came to life when court was in session. In 1876 there were only 200 full time residents in the 
town. In 2008, after five decades of being the largest dry municipality east of the Mississippi, the citizens of Asheboro voted to permit the 
sale of beer, wine and other spirits.

The First National Bank of Asheboro begins this impressive collection of North Carolina Nationals as our consignor focused almost 
primarily on large size notes from this very scarce state.

Asheville 


Founded soon after the American Revolution, on the crossroads of Cherokee hunting trails along the French Broad River, this town started 
as a frontier outpost. Serving as the county seat of Buncombe County, and named for former governor Samuel Ashe, it was the coming of 
the Western North Carolina Railroad in 1880 that really gave Asheville a boost. George Washington Vanderbilt chose Asheville as the site 
of his Biltmore House which when it was completed in 1895 was the largest private residence in the U.S. 


Asheville, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 489 The Blue Ridge NB Ch. # (S)5110 

Until this auction, the only other note we had ever handled from this very scarce Buncombe County bank was a $50 Brown Back. This 
piece is an absolutely stunning Brown Back with deep brown hues on front and back.

Benson 


Incorporated in 1887 and located in Johnston County, this town was named for pioneer settler and landowner M.C. Benson. The town’s 
location between the river basins of the Neuse and Cape Fear has given the area a rich agricultural heritage celebrated each September in 
the Benson Mule Days.

Organized in 1924, this Johnston County bank operated for just four short years before it was liquidated. It issued only $5 notes and in 
the last 20 years about a half dozen notes have been offered to collectors.

About 1851 the North Carolina Railroad built its repair shops here and the name Company Shops was applied to the 
community. In 1887 local citizens, deciding a change of name was needed, solicited ideas and the town was named 
after a former governor. Incorporated in 1893 in Alamance County, Burlington is probably best known today as the 
location of Burlington Industries, founded in 1923, a pioneer in the production of synthetic fabrics.

A lone Red Seal is known from this Alamance County bank. It is also the last large size note to be offered at auc- 
tion from this institution and that offering was nearly three years ago.

Charlotte 


In the 1750s the Great Wagon Road brought European immigrants south from Philadelphia into the Carolina back country. The small 
communities along the road soon joined to form Mecklenburg County in 1762. A county seat was established on a donated tract and 
named Charlotte for the queen of George III. A patriot stronghold during the Revolutionary War, Lord Cornwallis mistakenly occupied 
Charlotte, but hurriedly left calling it a “hornet’s nest” after a very unfriendly reception by the townspeople. After 1850, when the town 
became the southern terminus of the North Carolina Railroad, Charlotte became one end of the urban crescent of commercial and manu- 
facturing activity that developed across the middle of the state and led to its becoming the largest city in North Carolina. 


Charlotte, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 651 The First NB Ch. # 1547 
Though many of the large size notes from this bank are recorded in the census without grades, this is one of the finest. The paper is 
bright and original with full embossing and dark stamped signatures.

Remaining stamped signatures are seen on this fully margined and bright $5 Date Back. Statewide, only about three dozen $5 1902 Date 
Backs are known, compared to over 350 Plain Backs. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Charlotte, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 658 The Charlotte NB Ch. #5055 
In the last five years, only two other large size notes from this bank have been offered at major auction. This piece is a very nice repre- 
sentative, with full stamped signatures, and fully printed details. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Charlotte, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 600 The Union NB Ch. # 9164 
Much of the note’s original embossing is still present on this wholly original piece. The colors are bold and deep. This is the finest note 
in at least three years to be offered from this institution. PMG Choice Extremely Fine 45 EPQ. 


Charlotte, NC - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 618 The Union NB Ch. # (S)9164 
The blue stamped signatures of the cashier and president are seen on this moderately circulated piece. While not quite as scarce as $5 
Date Backs, $10 Date Backs are still fairly scarce with about 50 known statewide. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Cherryville 


A post office was established in 1847 in this community originally called White Pines. The town name was changed to Cherryville in 1865 
for a row of cherry trees growing parallel to the old post road. Located in Gaston County, this town chiefly produces textiles. 


Cherryville, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The First NB Ch. # (S)9548 

Founded in 1909, this Gaston County institution issued large size notes only before being liquidated in 1927. The name Cherryville con- 
jures up fantasies of the perfect rural life. This note boasts Gem sized margins, lightly stamped signatures, and bright paper. A lack of 
distracting folds gives this note the overall appearance of a full CU note. Almost five years ago, we sold the consecutive serial number to 
this piece, but we can argue that this piece is marginally nicer. PMG About Uncirculated 50 EPQ. 


Concord

County seat of Cabarrus County, Concord was named for the harmonious settlement of dispute over the site of the town’s location. 
Concord is the current home to the Charlotte Motor Speedway, a NASCAR R & D office, and several professional race teams. 


Concord, NC - $5 1882 Brown Back Fr. 470 The Concord NB Ch. # (S)3903 

The census of notes for this bank is misleading. A number of large size survivors have been recorded, though according to Track & 
Price, a lone large size note has made an auction appearance in the last 20 years. This piece, a richly toned $5 Brown Back is perfectly 
signed and evenly margined. PMG Very Fine 25. 


Creedmoor 


Called “Need More” in its earliest days, the town name was changed to “Creedmore” in 1895, and changed once again to “Creedmoor” in 
1905. This Granville County town chiefly produces apparel. 


Creedmoor, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The First NB Ch. # (S)8902 
This one bank town has few survivors, just six total, with two of the survivors listed in the census without grades. This piece is an evenly 
circulated piece with light but remaining signatures and problem free paper. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Dunn 


Dunn is another town with a history of name changes. Originally known as “Tearshirt” and later as “Lucknow,” this Harnett County town 
was finally named Dunn in 1886 in honor of a construction engineer for the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad. 


Dunn, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624 The First NB Ch. # 7188 
Much of the original embossing remains on this bright white piece. The overprint is a deep midnight blue color and the stamped signa- 
tures remain. PMG Choice Very Fine 35 EPQ. 


Durham 


Dr. Bartlett Snipes Durham, who donated land to build a railroad station, gave his name to both the town and the county. Originally 
called “Durhamville” this county seat became the center of a thriving tobacco manufacturing industry which drove the economy of the area 
for over a century. Home to Duke University, Durham has diversified its economy after the faltering of the tobacco industry in the 1950s. 


Durham, NC - $10 1902 Red Seal Fr. 615 The First NB Ch. # (S)3811 

The First National of Durham opened in late 1887 and operated into 1932. Before it closed its doors, it issued more than $9 Million in 
National Currency. Today, this note is the lone surviving Red Seal from the bank and one of about 22 known from the entire state. It was 
last offered to collectors in a 1996 auction where it sold for $1,787.50, less than a tenth of what the average Red Seal from North Carolina 
is likely to fetch at auction today. The overprint is still sufficiently bright and low serial number 40 is seen below McKinley’s portrait. 
PMG Very Fine 20. 


Durham, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 598 The Citizens NB Ch. # (S)7698 

Many of the notes in the North Carolina census are listed without grade, which is the case here. This note is easily finer than the rest of 
the large size notes listed with grades for this bank. The paper is solid for the grade with light blue stamped signatures. PMG Very Fine 
20. 


Elizabeth 


Settled in the 1790s and named in 1801 for the wife of Adam Tooley on whose land the town was established, Elizabeth City sits on the 
bank of the Pasquotank River and serves as the county seat named for that river. A Civil War engagement on the river, between Union and 
Confederated gunboats in February 1862 called the Battle of Elizabeth City (or the Battle of Cobb’s Point) led to the Union forces taking 
control of the northeast sounds of North Carolina. 


Elizabeth City, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 485 The First NB Ch. # 4628 

The First National of Elizabeth City was chartered in 1891 and operated under that title until it changed its name in 1918 to the First 
and Citizens National. Both titles are represented in this lot. Currently, only eight notes are known with the first title, two of which have 
made auction appearances before tonight. Strong penned signatures are seen on this example. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Elizabeth City, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 658 The First & Citizens NB Ch. # (S)4628 
A postcard of the bank accompanies this fully margined $20 Plain Back that displays this bank’s second title. PMG Very Fine 30. 
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Elkin 


Located in Surry County in the foothills of the Blue Ridge Mountains on the confluence of the Yadkin River and Big Elkin 
Creek, the area was settled by the Sioux and Cherokee Indians and then by English settlers in the 1750s. Woolen mills, 
harnessing the waterpower of the river and creek were established in the 1870s, grew to become the backbone of the area’s 
industry. The coming of the North Carolina Railroad in 1890 opened up the area to other industries just as the shoe and 
textile mills began to close. 


Elkin, NC - $10 1882 Value Back Fr. 577 The Elkin NB Ch. # (S)5673 

Only a half dozen large size notes are known from this bank. As a type, this note is quite rare. Just fourteen $10 Value 
Backs are known from all banks in North Carolina combined. This piece features a full penned signature of the 
cashier, though the president’s signature has faded. A comment, “retouched,” is mentioned on the holder by the grad- 
ing service. PMG Very Fine 20. The postcard that accompanies this note is fantastic. The bank’s name is in the win- 
dow of the bank building and an ELKIN CLO. CO. sign appears across the top of the building next to it. 


Fayetteville 


Fayetteville traces its roots to 1755 when millwright John Newberry, a Quaker immigrant from Pennsylvania acquired a parcel of land, 
covering nearly all of modern-day Fayetteville and established a gristmill on Cross Creek. In 1778 the settlement of Cross Creek consoli- 
dated with nearby Campbellton, and in 1783 adopted the name Fayetteville, becoming the first town in North America to change its name 
to honor of the Marquis de Lafayette. The coming of the railroad in the 1890s, and the purchase in 1918 by the U.S. Army of a large tract of 
land called Camp Bragg, later renamed Fort Bragg, led to the industrial and population growth of the area. It serves as the county seat of 
Cumberland County. 


One of Seven 1875 Aces 

Fayetteville, NC - $1 1875 Fr. 383 The Fayetteville NB Ch. # 1756 

Only four banks in North Carolina issued 1875 $1 notes. Today, seven examples are known from those four banks combined. This bank 
opened its doors days before Christmas in 1870 and was liquidated on New Year’s Eve in 1887. In those 17 years it issued Original Series 
and Series 1875 notes only. This piece is well worn, though it retains full legible signatures. An expert repair is mentioned by the grading 
service and is the reason for the net grade. PMG Good 6 Net. 


Fayetteville, NC - $2 Original Fr. 389 The Fayetteville NB Ch. # 1756 
A third of the state’s population of Original Series $2 notes is represented in this note and the next. This piece, regardless of grade is very 
rare and highly desirable. This piece, is original and free of restorations, though there are some minor breaks about the borders and a 
few pinholes, all of which can be expected for the grade. PMG Good 6. 


Fayetteville, NC - $2 Original Fr. 389 The Peoples NB Ch. # 2003 

This mid-grade Lazy Deuce is a fantastic example of the type for this state. According to the census, only one finer note is known in 
a grade higher than Fine. The penned signatures on this piece are strong and attractive and the overprint remains bold for the grade. 
PMG Fine 12. 


Fayetteville, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 659 The NB of Fayetteville Ch. # 5677 

Almost four years have passed since the last note from this bank has been offered at major auc- 
tion. This piece is accompanied by a postcard from the bank which was used around 1910. The 
grading service mentions some rust, which someone tried to remove and thus it resulted in a 
net grade. PMG Choice Fine 15 Net. 


Fayetteville, NC - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 618 Fourth NB Ch. # (S)8682 

This note was previously recorded in the census without a grade. We are happy to report that 
it is the finest of four notes known from this Cumberland County bank. The paper is solid for 
the grade with blue stamped signatures. This piece is the scarce $10 Date Back. PMG Very Fine 
25. 





Forest City 


This town, located in Rutherford County, was incorporated in 1877 as Burnt Chimney. The name was changed in 1887 to Forest City in 
honor of Forest Davis, a local lumber merchant. 


First Ever Public Offering of Forest City Notes 

Forest City, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 635 The NB of Forest City Ch. # 12461 

After just three short years of operations, this bank was liquidated in 1926. It issued $5, $10, and $20 1902 Plain Backs and today, about 
five notes are known, the first of which are being offered here tonight. The paper on this piece is a touch finer than on the next piece, 
though there are some paper pulls and a bit of residue which are mentioned by PMG. The stamped signatures are bold as is the over- 
print. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Forest City, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 635 The NB of Forest City Ch. # (S)12461 

This is a second example from this very scarce bank. The low serial number 56 and regional sort letter S indicate it was from the 
first shipment of notes to the bank sometime between the charter date in November of 1923 and the middle of March 1924 when the 
Treasury stopped using regional sort letters. Interestingly, the note offered above bears serial number 204 and does not bear a regional 
sort letter, indicating this bank received at least two different shipments of notes, the second of which was after March of 1924. This note 
is evenly circulated and problem free with full stamped signatures like the note above. PMG Fine 12. 
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Forest City, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 609 The NB of Forest City Ch. # 12461 
A third example from this bank and from the second shipment of notes delivered to the bank. The grading service indicates residue on 
the note, which results in a net grade. The blue stamped signatures are visible. PMG Very Good 10 Net. 


Gastonia 


Gastonia in 1909 replaced the town of Dallas as the county seat of Gaston County which partially borders South Carolina. The area experi- 
enced an industrial boom in the mid 1840s with the construction of several cotton mills. Gastonia is chiefly remembered today, as the site of 
a violent strike when mill workers attempted to unionize. The textile industry continues today to dominate the local economy of the area. 


Gastonia, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 653 The First NB Ch. # 4377 
Much of the note’s original embossing is still present. Almost four years have passed since collectors have been offered the chance to bid 
on a large size note from this bank at major public auction. PMG Very Fine 30. 


Gastonia, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 650 The Citizens NB Ch. # 7536 
Deep blue stamped signatures are seen on this wonderfully original $20. No notes from this bank have been offered by a major auction 
house in over three years. The embossing is bold and the paper is exceptional. PMG Very Fine 30 EPQ. 


Gastonia, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 658 The Third NB Ch. # 11477 
Almost a decade has passed since the last offering of a note from this rare bank. To date only five notes have been reported. PMG Very 
Fine 20. 


Goldsboro 


This county seat of Wayne County was named for Major Matthew Tilghman Goldsboro, native of Maryland, and assistant engineer for the 
Wilmington and Weldon Railroad. 


One of Seven Known North Carolina 1882 $50 Date Backs 

Goldsboro, NC - $50 1882 Date Back Fr. 560 The NB of Goldsboro Ch. # (S)5048 

Three banks in North Carolina issued 1882 $50 Date Backs. Today, the seven known survivors are known from this bank and the 
Murchison National in Wilmington. Only two notes are accounted for from this Wayne County Bank. The other was last offered at 
public auction back in 2000. A deep overprint is seen on this note and the beautifully engraved vignettes remain strong. PMG indicates 
a tear and closed pinholes, which do not affect the grade. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Goldsboro, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 657 The Wayne NB Ch. # 10614 
This bright and well signed $20 is the finest note from this bank to appear at auction in nearly ten years. Some of the original embossing 
is still present, and it is ever-so-close to the full EF grade. PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 


Graham 


Laid out in 1849 at the formation of Alamance County to serve as the county seat, Graham was named for former governor William A. 
Graham who served 1845-49. 


Newly Discovered Graham Red Seal 

Graham, NC - $10 1902 Red Seal Fr. 615 The NB of Alamance Ch. # (S)8844 

This previously unreported Graham $10 increases the number of Red Seals from North 
Carolina to just 22 notes. In last five years, no note finer than VG has appeared at auction. 
Despite the grade, the overall appearance is decent due to a bold overprint. An old black and 
white photo postcard is included in the third party holder. Two gents are seen outside the 
bank with, “NATIONAL BANK OF ALAMANCE, CAPTIAL $50,000” seen printed on the 
window. Just inside the window is a calendar with the date, Saturday April 27th. The photo 
was likely taken in 1912 as the postmark on back is 1914. PMG Very Good 10. 





Greensboro 


Greensboro, county seat of Guilford County, was originally inhabited by Siouan tribes and later settled by immigrants to the North 
Carolina backcountry from northern colonies especially Pennsylvania. In 1781 the area was the site of a Revolutionary battle in which 
General Nathanael Greene and his troops made a stand against those of Lord Cornwallis. Though not won by the Patriots, the encounter 
did weaken the British forces that surrendered at Yorktown seven months later. The town, established in 1808, was named for General 
Greene and originally was spelled “Greensborough.” As the location of the famous 1960 Woolworth lunch counter sit-in, Greensboro drew 
national attention during the civil rights movement. 


Greensboro, NC - $5 1875 Fr. 401 The NB of Greensboro Ch. # 2322 

After opening its doors in 1876, this bank didn’t quite complete its first charter, failing a few weeks short of twenty years in business. In 
that time, it issued nearly half a million dollars in Series 1875 $5’s only. By 1910, the comptroller’s records indicated only $2,860 was still 
outstanding from this bank. PMG indicates a restoration, though strong signatures and printed details give the note a solid overall eye 
appeal. PMG Very Good 8 Net. 
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Greensboro, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 487 The Greensboro NB Ch. # (S)5031 

Only one other note has been offered from this institution in the last five years. This bank was closed 
in 1922 and only issued large size notes. This piece features full penned signatures and according to 
PMG, a closed pinhole. A postcard of the bank accompanies the note and has been encapsulated by 
the grading service. PMG Fine 12. 


One of Three Known 

Greensboro, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 490 The City NB Ch. # 5168 

This note previously appeared in our 2003 Central States Signature Auction. At that time it was 
described, “One of the great rarities from the Coastal Collection, with this bank having issued Brown 
Backs only during its short existence from 1899 to 1908. The Kelly census shows just one note extant 
from here, matching our records, which show just one offering at public sale from here in the past sixty years. Pen signed Very Fine+, 
with a bit of old tape stain affecting the bottom margin only.” Fortunately, the little piece of tape has been removed and is now only indi- 
cated as a restoration by PMG. The census has changed, only to indicate that three notes are now known. However, this piece and the 
aforementioned piece remain the only examples from this bank to make auction appearances. PMG Very Fine 30 Net. 


Unique for the Bank 

Greensboro, NC - $5 1902 Date Back Fr. 592 The Commercial NB Ch. # (S)9123 

This piece last appeared in our September 2008 Long Beach Signature Auction. It realized $43,125 after a spirited bidding war. The 
description in that auction read, “A wonderful new discovery from a bank which issued Date Backs only during its very brief existence of 
only three years. Despite decades of searching by every North Carolina collector since the 1950’s, no notes from this bank were known 
until the startling arrival of this specimen, which made its way into a Midwest coin shop earlier this year. In an era when National Bank 
Note discoveries from previously unknown banks are few and very far between, expect this evenly circulated and quite unique Fine rar- 
ity to shine tonight in its first offering ever to collectors.” PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Greensboro, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 628 The American Exchange NB Ch. # (S)10112 
This well signed and evenly circulated $20 exhibits the first of three different titles used by this bank. After being chartered in 1911, the 
bank changed its name in 1922 and again in 1928. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Scarce Third Title 

Greensboro, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 628 The American NB & TC Ch. # 10112 

Despite the large number of notes available to collectors from this bank, there are only five notes known that bear the third title used 
by this Guilford County institution. Its third and final title change was in November of 1928, less than a year before the bank was liqui- 
dated. PMG Very Fine 25. 


Greenville 


Also named for General Nathanael Greene, this town, located on the Tar River was originally named Martinsville for the last royal gover- 
nor of North Carolina. The name was changed in 1786 to “Greenesville,” and with the passage of time this county seat of Pitt County came 
to be spelled as it is today. 


Greenville, NC - $5 1902 Red Seal Fr. 588 The NB of Greenville Ch. # (S)8160 

Four large size notes and one small are known from this scarce Greenville bank. Of the four large size notes known, this note is the 
only Red Seal, and one of 22 known from the entire state. It is likely the nicest Red Seal in this collection, boasting strong, but delicately 
penned signatures. The paper is problem free and attractive, with a bright cherry-red overprint. A postcard showing the bank’s impres- 
sive edifice is included in the third party holder. PMG Very Fine 30. 


Henderson 


Located 40 miles north of the capital city of Raleigh and serving as the seat of Vance County, Henderson was first settled in 1785 by Samuel 
Reavis, who called his farm “Lonesome Valley.” His son opened a store close to the stagecoach road nearby which became the nucleus of a 
growing community. The town was named for Leonard Henderson, Chief Justice of the North Carolina Supreme Court from 1829-1833. 


Henderson, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 650 The First NB Ch. # 7564 
A fully embossed note with blue stamped signatures. With its bright and attractive paper, it ranks as one of the nicest notes known from 
the bank. PMG Very Fine 30. 


Hendersonville 


Also named for former Chief Justice Leonard Henderson, Hendersonville serves as county seat for Henderson County. Originally part of 
the early land grants west of the Blue Ridge Mountains, the town was settled by Revolutionary War soldier William Mills in 1787 and is 
known for its annual Apple Festival. 


Hendersonville, NC - $20 1902 Date Back Fr. 649 The Citizens NB Ch. # (S)10734 


A mid grade note that is the only $20 Date Back known from the bank, and one of less than two dozen known from the state. PMG Fine 
12.

Hickory 


Incorporated in 1863 as “Hickory Tavern,” named for a tavern, yes, made of hickory logs, the 
town changed its name to just plain “Hickory” in 1873. This town in Catawba County is best 
known for one of the oldest furniture manufacturers in the United States that is still located and 
operated on the original site. Hickory White (formerly Hickory Manufacturing Company) was 
built in 1902 and during World War II made ammunition boxes for the U.S. Military instead of 
furniture. 


Hickory, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 628 The First NB Ch. # (S)4597 

Full margins and deeply stamped officers’ signatures are seen on this $10 Plain Back. A post- 
card showing a black and white photo of the bank is included with the note. PMG Very Fine 
30. 





High Point 


Speaking of furniture...many regard the town of High Point as the center of wood furniture manufacturing in the United States. The city, 
located in Guilford County, in the1850s flourished around the highest point on the North Carolina Railroad where it crosses the old plank 
road running from Fayetteville to Salem. The first furniture factory opened in 1888 and within 50 years was home to over 160 factories, 
over half of which produced furniture. 


High Point, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 482 The NB of High Point Ch. # (S)3490 

This bank issued Brown Backs and Red Seals only before being liquidated in 1907. This piece was previously one of just two known 
notes when it was last sold in 2007. Since then a couple of other pieces have surfaced, the last of which, a $5 Brown Back in Fine, realized 
$17,250 in our January 2010 Auction. This piece has some reconstruction of the top margin as noted by PMG. PMG Fine 12 Net. 


High Point, NC - $5 1882 Brown Back Fr. 472 The Commercial NB Ch. # (S)4568 

One of two banks in High Point, this bank operated from 1891 until 1932 when it went into receivership. The penned signature of R.C. 
Charles is seen in the cashier’s spot, and the stamped signature of the president is still vivid, but a little low and in the border design. 
PMG Very Good 10. 


Kings Mountain 


This city, in both Cleveland and Gaston counties, was originally called White Plains, but when it was incorporated in 1874 the name was 
changed to Kings Mountain since the community was the closest town to the historic site of the Battle of Kings Mountain. This stunning 
victory, in 1780, by a force of 1,800 backcountry “Overmountain Men” defeating 1,000 Tories has been described by some as a key turning 
point in the American Revolution. 


Kings Mountain, NC - $20 1882 Date Back Fr. 555 The First NB Ch. # (S)5451 

The colors on front and back of this note are excellent. Bright blue stamped signatures and a deep midnight blue overprint contrast per- 
fectly against jet black printed devices. Full embossing of the seal and the rest of the third printing is still easily seen through the open 
areas of the back design. PMG Very Fine 30. 


Kinston 


Kinston is the county seat of Lenoir County and is located on the Neuse River. The site was part of a land grant of 1729 and was incorpo- 


rated in 1762 as Kingston in honor of King George III. After the Revolutionary War the town dropped the “g” in its name in its newfound 
republican spirit. Kinston is the smallest city in the nation to have a professional baseball team, the Class-A Kinston Indians. 


Kinston, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 652 The First NB Ch. # (S)9085 

About ten large size notes are known from this bank, though Track & Price records only two major auction appearances. This piece is by 
far finer than either of those two pieces. Its paper is bright with some of the original embossing still present. The stamped signatures are 
still present. PMG Very Fine 25. 


Laurinburg 


Named for early Scottish settlers, the McLaurin Family, Laurinburg is the county seat of Scotland County. The early 1900s were a busy time 
in Laurinburg, with the incorporation of the tiny 28-mile Laurinburg and Southern Railroad and the establishment of Laurinburg Normal 
and Industrial Institute serving the African American community. 


Laurinburg, NC - $10 1882 Date Back Fr. 545 The First NB Ch. # (S)5651 

This discovery piece brings the total of known large size notes from this bank to five. Only two small size notes are known. This piece is 
the nicest of any notes, large or small, to appear at auction and it is bright and fully colored. A postcard of the bank appears in the third 
party holder with the note. PMG Very Fine 25.

Leaksville 


In September 1967, residents of three North Carolina municipalities in Rockingham County voted to consolidate and create a new city 
called Eden, with a population of 18,000. The consolidation of the three towns, Leaksville, Spray, and Draper, plus an unincorporated area, 
marked the first time in the state’s history that more than three units of government had merged. Thus, Leaksville, created in 1797, ceased 
to be. 


Leaksville, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 635 The First NB Ch. # 12259 
This wholly original $10 is far nicer than any of the three other large size notes we have handled from this scarce Rockingham County 
bank. The signatures are bold and the paper is fresh and attractive. PMG Very Fine 30 EPQ. 


Lenoir 


Lenoir, the county seat of Caldwell County, was laid out in 1841 and incorporat- 
ed in 1851. It was named in honor of General William Lenoir, a Revolutionary War 
hero, Speaker of the State Senate, and a founding trustee of the University of North Carolina. 


Lenoir, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The First NB Ch. # 8445 

According to Track & Price, only two other of the five known notes from this bank have ever made 
auction appearances. This piece is an evenly circulated example that is making its first public appear- 
ance. Included in the lot is a postcard of the bank with the local Confederate Monument in the fore- 
ground. PMG Very Good 10. 


Lexington 


Named in 1827 for the Battle of Lexington, which happened in Massachusetts and not in North Carolina, the town serves as the county seat 
of Davidson County. Once a thriving textile and furniture manufacturing center, the town calls itself the “Barbecue Capital of the World,” 
hosts an annual Barbecue Festival, and boasts over 20 barbecue restaurants. 


Unique for Title 

Lexington, NC - $10 1882 Date Back Fr. 548 The First NB Ch. # (S)5698 

After opening in 1901, this Davidson County bank changed its title in 1911 to the First National Bank of Lexington. To date, this is the 
only note that has appeared bearing this second title. A note with serial number 68 is listed in the census, but a closer look reveals this 
is actually an error as the Treasury number with that posting matches this note. This piece is attractive overall with solid design details 
and a deep, midnight blue overprint. There are, however, pinholes with slight hints of rust around them, which resulted in the net grade. 
PMG Very Fine 25 Net. 


Lincolnton 


Not named for Abraham, this county seat of Lincoln County was named for General Benjamin Lincoln, a Revolutionary War leader. The 
Battle of Ramsour’s Mill on the outskirts of town, in June 1780, was an important Patriot victory which robbed Lord Cornwallis of local 
Loyalist assistance when he crossed into North Carolina, and thus paved the way for defeat at Kings Mountain a few months later. 


Lincolnton, NC - $20 1902 Date Back Fr. 642 The First NB Ch. # (S)6744 

Fewer than two dozen $20 Date Backs are recorded from all National Banks in North Carolina. This piece is one of four known from 
the bank, but only the second one to appear at auction according to Track & Price. The stamped signatures are still fully visible and the 
paper remains solid for the grade. PMG Very Good 10. 


One of Two Notes Known 

Lincolnton, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 625 The County NB Ch. # (S)8184 

Until our 2006 Central States Signature Auction, this note was unique. The note that appeared in that auction was similar in grade, and 
as only the second known piece, fetched $19,550 after a heated bidding battle. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Louisburg 


The county of which Louisburg is the seat is Franklin, named for Benjamin and thus the town was named Lewisburg for the French king, 
Louis XVI at whose court Ben Franklin was American representative. Both spellings of the town name appear in early records, with the 
present spelling eventually becoming the preferred. 


Louisburg, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624 The First NB Ch. #7554 
This is likely the finest note offered from this bank in at least ten years. The moderately circulated paper remains bright as do the print- 
ed devices. PMG Very Fine 30. 


Louisburg, NC - $20 1902 Date Back Fr. 646 The Farmers NB Ch. # (S)10260 

Our records indicate only two other notes from this large-only bank have made public auction appearances, the last was in 2008. This 
piece is far nicer than either of those pieces. The paper exhibited here is still bright with some remaining embossing and a bold blue 
third printing. PMG Very Fine 25.

Lumberton 


Named for the Lumber River on whose banks it is located, the town was laid out in 1787 on Red Bluff Plantation owned by General John 
Willis, an officer in the American Revolution who named the town. It is the county seat of Robeson County. David Lynch’s 1986 film “Blue 
Velvet” was set in Lumberton. 


Lumberton, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 598 The First NB Ch. # (S)7398 
The last major public offering of a note from this bank was in our 2003 Central States Signature Auction. This piece is an evenly circu- 
lated, problem free example. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Non-Inverted Back Double Denomination National-One of Only Three Known 

Lumberton, NC- Fr. 623/649 $10/20 1902 Date Back The NB of Lumberton Ch. # (S)10610 Double Denomination 

This incredible rarity last appeared in our September 2003 Long Beach Signature Auction, where it was described, “A beautiful and 
unique Double Denomination example which traces its pedigree back to lot 1745 of the fabled Albert A Grinnell sale of June, 1945. Even 
in that era it was recognized as a major rarity, as the cataloguer for that sale, Barney Bluestone noted, saying “This is not an inverted 
back and as such much more rare...Magnificent crisp Absolutely Uncirculated. Unlike most all other known double denomination 
specimens, the note on the reverse is not inverted, an error made possible by the simple happenstance that this bank issued notes from 
a 10-10-10-10 plate as well as a 10-10-10-20 plate. The face here is from plate position “G,” the bottom position on an all $10 sheet used 
when printing was meant to be on a 10-10-10-20 sheet. Interestingly, this bank issued a mere handful of notes in total, with all notes 
from here listed as redeemed on the ledger books maintained by the Comptroller of the Currency. This example is the only recorded 
specimen of any kind extant from here.” PMG Extremely Fine 40, with mention of some closed pinholes. Included with this note is 
a small pamphlet encouraging locals in the Lumberton community to use the National Bank to store their savings. On front, it has a 
September 1917 calendar and on back the bank’s officers and directors are listed. 


Marion 


Marion, the county seat of McDowell County, was planned and built in 1844. It was not until 1845, however, that the official name of 
Marion was sanctioned by the state legislature. The name of Marion came from Frances Marion, the American Revolutionary War hero, 
native of South Carolina known as the “Swamp Fox.” 


Marion, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 634 The First NB Ch. # 6095 
Nearly five years have passed since a note has been offered from this one bank town. The light blue, stamped signatures are still seen. 
PMG Fine 12. 


Mebane 


Located in both Alamance and Orange Counties, the town was settled in 1854 and named for local hero General Alexander Mebane, Jr. 
When it was officially incorporated in 1881, the town name was “Mebansville,” but shortened to Mebane in 1883. In 1987, the official name 
became “City of Mebane.” 


Mebane, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 607 The First NB Ch. # 11697 

According to our records, the only major auction appearance of a large size note from this one bank town was a VG $10 in a 1983 
Hickman auction. Despite some soiling and pieces missing, the wear on the body of this note is likely commensurate with a Fine grade. 
PMG Good 6 Net. 


Mooresville 


Located in Iredell County near Lake Norman, Mooresville is home to the corporate headquarters of Lowe’s Home Improvement Warehouse. 
It is also known to many as the home of many NASCAR racing teams, which has earned the city the nickname of “Race City, USA.” 


Mooresville, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The First NB Ch. # 9531 

The census of notes from this bank includes many pieces with no grades. Of the handful that are left, only one other is listed with a 
grade that could be compared to this bright and attractive $10. In the census, this piece is listed as an EF, and we can certainly see what 
someone may have been thinking when they assigned that grade. While no grading service would stretch to that grade, the full signa- 
tures and lack of distracting folds make a piece with plenty of eye appeal. PMG Very Fine 20. 
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Morganton 


Near the city of Morganton, county seat of Burke County, is the archeological site of Joara, regional chiefdom of the Mississippian culture 
who settled the area about 1000AD. The Spanish built Fort San Juan in 1587, 40 years before the Jamestown, Virginia settlement, making 
it the first European colonial settlement in the interior of the United States. Not much else seems to have happened here since. 


Morganton, NC - $10 1882 Value Back Fr. 577 The First NB Ch. # (S)5450 

This recently discovered $10 Value Back is now one of about 15 known from the entire state. 
In addition to type rarity, almost ten years have passed since another large size note has been 
offered from this bank. This piece is attractive with a full penned signature of the vice president. 
PMG Fine 15. 


Morganton, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 659 The First NB Ch. # 5450 

One of the highest graded Series 1902’s known from the bank. This piece has solid, bright paper. 
The signatures are a touch faded and PMG indicates there is some ink on the back, the result of a 
teller stamp. PMG Very Fine 30. A postcard of a view looking down West Union Street is includ- 
ed. The first building on the left is the First National Bank of Morganton. 


Mount Airy 


The birthplace and childhood home of actor Andy Griffith, Mount Airy is widely believe to be the inspiration for Mayberry, the setting of 
“The Andy Griffith Show” and “Mayberry RFD.” This town in Surry County capitalizes on that association with its annual Mayberry Days 
and the Andy Griffith Museum. 


Mount Airy, NC - $20 1882 Date Back Fr. 550 The First NB Ch. # (S)4896 

Fewer than two dozen $20 1882 Date Backs are known from all banks in North Carolina. This discovery piece is the first of the type to 
be reported for this bank and the first large size note to be offered from this bank in over five years. The face appears fully VF, though 
PMG indicates the signatures are discolored. A postcard of the bank is included. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Mount Olive 


This rural, largely agricultural town incorporated in 1870, was named for the Biblical Mount of Olives. Since 1926 the Mount Olive Pickle 
Company has been an important part of the economic development of the town. From a modest $19500 in capital the company has grown 
to be the best selling brand of pickles in the Southeast and the second best seller in the entire country. 

Finest of Two Large Notes Known 


Mount Olive, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 631 The First NB Ch. # 10629 

Some of the original embossing is noted on this $10 which has been off the market since it last appeared at auction in 1992. Today, it is 
the nicer of just two large size notes known from this one bank town. In 1935 the total large size outstanding was just $970. PMG Very 
Fine 30. 


Murfreesboro 


Originally home to the Nottoway, Meherrin, and Chowanoke tribes, the area’s first Europeans to visit were John White of Roanoke Colony 
and then an expedition from the Jamestown Settlement. A land grant on the Meherrin River brought the first settlers, with a tract of land 
eventually ending up in the hands of Irish immigrant, William Murfree. He established a landing on the river and contributed 97 acres sur- 
rounding it so that the growing settlement could form a town, later chartered in 1787. Part of Hertford County, the town is just a few miles 
from the Virginia state line. 


One of Three Known 

Murfreesboro, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 607 The First NB Ch. # (S)11557 

This Hertford County bank operated for just seven short years from 1919 to 1926 and was the only National Bank in Murfreesboro. 
Today, three notes are known to collectors, only one other of which has been offered to collectors at auction. This piece is a solid PMG 
Choice Fine 15, with stamped signatures. 


New Bern 


Named for Bern, Switzerland, capital of the homeland of town founder Baron Christoph de Graffenreid, this city, located at the junction of 
the Neuse and Trent Rivers serves as the county seat of Craven County. The second oldest town in North Carolina, New Bern was the first 
permanent seat of the state’s colonial government, and following the American Revolution it became the state’s first capital. In the 1800s, it 
was the largest city in the state. During the Civil War, the town was captured by Union forces during the Battle of New Bern and during the 
subsequent occupation became an important Union stronghold in eastern North Carolina. New Bern is commonly known as the birthplace 
of Pepsi Cola. 


Serial Number 1 $10 Original - One of Eight Nationwide 

New Bern, NC - $10 Original Fr. 412 The NB of New Bern Ch. # 1632 

The survival of the Original Series Notes from this bank is an unlikely story. This Craven County bank ordered sheets of four $5’s and 
sheets consisting of three $10’s and a $20. This note and the $20 also offered here were the last two notes on the first sheet delivered 
to the bank featuring those two denominations. Both notes carry the same Treasury number in the upper right and the coveted serial 
number one at lower left. The two notes were likely set aside by the same bank employee as a memento of their ownership stake, or even

their pride in having signed such a beautiful note. To date, only eight serial number one Original Series $10’s have surfaced from all 
banks nationwide. Our records indicate only two others from this elite group of eight have made auction appearances, and neither of 
them were within the last decade. This piece is a beautiful PMG Very Fine 30 Net, that has been professionally restored. Any traces of a 
professional restoration are undetectable, even by the most astute professionals. The colors and signatures are excellent, and likely in the 
top 5% of Original Series notes we have handled in our years of experience. 


Serial Number 1 $20 Original - One of Just Three Known 

New Bern, NC - $20 Original Fr. 427 The NB of New Bern Ch. # 1632 

Full penned signatures and the same stunning colors are seen on this Original Series $20 that was cut from the same sheet as the 
$10 above. It also bears the serial number 1, which can be seen just below the vignette portraying the battle at Lexington. This note 
belongs to a more elite class of notes. Just three serial number 1 $20 Originals are known nationwide. The other two notes hail from 
the First National of Denver, Colorado and the First National of Jacksonville, Illinois. The only other recent offering was the piece from 
Jacksonville back in 1998. This piece and its sheet mate are notes coveted by North Carolina collectors as well as collectors of trophy 
Nationals from all states. The penned signatures are so bold, there is a hint of ink burn and PMG indicates some restoration has been 
completed, neither of which affect the eye appeal of this note. PMG Very Fine 30 Net. 


Newton 


In the foothills of the Blue Ridge Mountains, Newton serves as the county seat of Catawba County. Named for the son of the state legislator 
who introduced the bill to create Catawba County, the town was incorporated in 1855. 


One of Three Large Size Known 

Newton, NC - $10 1882 Date Back Fr. 545 The Shuford NB Ch. # (S)6075 

Only three large size notes are known from this one bank town, and this is just the second piece to make an auction appearance. This 
example is far nicer than the 1902 Plain Back which was featured in our January 2009 FUN Signature Auction and realized $4,600. Full 
penned signatures add to the overall eye appeal of this scarce note. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Oxford 


Once the name of a plantation built in 1761, the site and surrounding area were ordered by the state legislature to be established as the seat 
of Granville County. The city of Oxford itself was not incorporated until 1816. Now the town is the home of Revlon’s largest production site 
and to the world headquarters of the second largest zipper manufacturer in the world, IDEAL Fastener Corporation. 


Oxford, NC - $20 1882 Brown Back Fr. 504 The First NB Ch. # (S)5885 

More than a decade has passed since this piece was last offered to North Carolina enthusiasts. The colors 
are pleasing for a Brown Back and the piece is accompanied by a postcard of the bank building. PMG Very 
Fine 25. 


Oxford, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The NB of Granville Ch. # 8996 

A half dozen notes are known from this large size only bank in Granville County. This note is listed in the 
census as an EF and it is easy to see why. The paper is bright, well embossed and boasts bright bluish-purple 
signatures. It is likely a single fold away from a full EF grade. The postcard included in this lot was sent 
by a bank employee to S.W. Hooker in Durham a little more than a year after the bank opened its doors 
in Oxford. The penned inscription on the front of the card reads, “’The First National Bank of Granville’ 
Oxford where I am employed at present in the capacity of steno.” We presume the word “steno.” is short for 
stenographer. PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 
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Raleigh 


Raleigh was chosen as the site of a new state capital in 1788. It was officially established in 1792 as both the new county seat of Wake 
County, and the new state capital. The city was named in 1792 for Sir Walter Raleigh, sponsor of the Roanoke Colony. The city’s location 
was chosen, in part, for being within 11 miles of Isaac Hunter’s Tavern, frequented by state legislators. Raleigh is one of the few cities in the 
United States that was planned and built specifically to serve as a state capital. In April 1865 the city was occupied by Union forces after 
surrendering peacefully, avoiding the destruction suffered by other southern cities. In 1808 Andrew Johnson, the nation’s seventeenth presi- 
dent, was born at Casso’s Inn in Raleigh. Though the state capital, Raleigh is not the largest city in the state. It is second to Charlotte. 


Raleigh, NC - $10 1882 Date Back Fr. 539 The Citizens NB Ch. # (S)1766 

This large only institution was liquidated in 1929. To date, only a couple of Date Backs are known from this bank, a $5, and this $10, 
which was last offered to the collecting community in 1999. The paper is solid, with light, but remaining signatures of the cashier and 
president. A deep blue overprint is seen. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Raleigh, NC - $5 1902 Red Seal Fr. 589 The Commercial NB Ch. # (S)9067 

Another Red Seal rarity from the Piedmont Collection that was featured in our May 2003 Central States Signature Auction where it was 
described in part, “Red Seals from this state lack the publicity (and the stratospheric prices) compared to their brethren in nearby South 
Carolina, but the census for the two states is nearly equal, with Kelly reporting 15 known examples from South Carolina and 18 from 
North Carolina. This piece, newly reported and part of the Coastal Collection for over 30 years, is only the third $5 Red Seal recorded 
on the entire state and the sole Red Seal known from the capital city of Raleigh.” Though the numbers have changed slightly with a 
couple of discovery pieces since, including some pieces being introduced here tonight, this note remains the lone Red Seal known from 
this bank. PMG Fine 12. 
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Raleigh, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The Merchants NB Ch. # (S)9471 
Ensconced for over five years, this piece is again being offered to the collecting community as part of the Piedmont Collection. The 
paper is wholesome for the grade with stamped signatures still visible. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


Reidsville 


The early roots of Reidsville, incorporated in 1873 by the State Legislature, date back to the early 1800s when Reuben Reid, a local success- 
ful farmer, operated a store and a public inn maintained in a private home and served the county as a constable and justice of the peace. 
When the family secured a post office in 1829, aptly named Reidsville, 16-year-old David Reid was appointed its first postmaster. He would 
later become a State Senator, a U.S. Congressman, Governor of North Carolina, and a U.S. Senator. The area became a thriving farming 
community primarily supporting tobacco and cigarette production. The American Tobacco Company, as well as many textile mills formed 
the backbone of the local economy until their closures. 


Reidsville, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 632 First NB Ch. # (S)11229 

New to the census, this discovery note is the finest of just four large size notes known from this one bank town in Rockingham County. 
The First National of Reidsville was chartered in 1918 and survived through the end of the note issuing period of the National Banking 
era so its circulation also included small size notes. However, when the comptroller’s books were last tallied in 1935, only $450 in large 
size notes remained outstanding. Delicate stamped signatures remain on this attractive $10. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Roanoke Rapids 


Located on the Roanoke River at the point of rapids and waterfalls, this city in Halifax County was the natural location for textile manu- 
facturers to build their mills. In 1815 an agreement between North Carolina and Virginia established a company to develop the Roanoke 
River into a water highway that would open trade and transportation into the western frontier. A canal, complete with locks, culverts and 
aqueduct was operational by 1823. The railroads eclipsed the canal as a transportation resource, and a canal company operated for a time 
using waterpower to generate electricity. In 1912 the canal closed for business as the need for larger hydroelectric facilities rendered it obso- 
lete. 


Roanoke Rapids, NC - $10 1882 Value Back Fr. 579 The First NB Ch. # (S)5767 

Originally chartered as The First National Bank of Weldon, this bank requested a title change which was granted in the middle of 1912. 
Title changes were common, but location changes are scarce. To date, no notes are known with the first title bearing the Weldon loca- 
tion name. This colorful piece shows bold stamped signatures and full margins. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Rocky Mount 


Rocky Mount, named for the rocky mound at the nearby falls of the Tar River, sits in both Edgecombe and Nash 
Counties. The first post office was established in 1816 and one of the first cotton mills in the state soon was established 
on the river. The rise of the town as a transportation hub for travelers traveling east or south, and the development of 
the tobacco market led to the establishment of the town’s first bank in 1889. 


Rocky Mount, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 624 The First NB Ch. # 7362 

The open areas of the back design reveal much of the original embossing and bright paper and a deep overprint add 
to the overall eye appeal. This Edgecombe County Bank was closed just prior to the conversion to small size notes 
and as a result, it only issued large size. In 2003, we featured three different notes from this bank, and since that 
time no others have surfaced. In all, seven notes have been accounted for from this scarce bank. Included in the lot 
is a leather bag with draw string. In gold lettering on the front of the bag reads, “The First National Bank, Rocky 
Mount, N.C. Capital and Surplus $250,000.00, 442-B”. PMG Very Fine 30. 


Rocky Mount, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 631 The Planters NB Ch. # 10608 

This bank operated under two titles. The title change came in 1930 meaning all of the large size notes issued by the 
bank bear the first title used by the bank. This piece is a solid note for the grade with dark stamped signatures. The 
last appearance of a large size note from this bank was back in 2002. PMG Fine 12. 


Unique for Bank 

Rocky Mount, NC - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 623 The NB of Rocky Mount Ch. # (S)10630 

In 15 years of operations from 1914 to 1929, this bank managed to circulate $63,430 worth of National Bank Notes under two different 
titles. The second title, the First National was adopted in late 1929, just nine months before the bank was liquidated. Today, this piece is 
the lone survivor to have surfaced after years of searching by collectors and dealers. Fortunately for one lucky collector, this is the first 
ever offering to the collecting community. Light stamped signatures remain despite the note after having been processed according to 
PMG. PMG Choice Fine 15 Net. 


Salisbury 


Located in Rowan County, Salisbury is the home of the supermarket chain Food Lion and of the famed North Carolina drink Cheerwine. 
No one is certain if the town established in 1755 takes its name for the city in England or for the city in Maryland from which many early 
settlers came. The Confederacy established a POW camp in Salisbury in which over 10, 000 Union soldiers perished. 


Salisbury, NC - $5 1882 Brown Back Fr. 467 The First NB Ch. # 2981 


This note is from a small group of original and exceptional $5 Brown Backs that were set aside and never circulated. The full blown 
embossing is unmistakable and complemented by bright colors and dark penned signatures. PMG Choice Uncirculated 64.

Salisbury, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The Peoples NB Ch. # (S)9076 
Our records show only three other notes from this large only bank have appeared at auction. Bold stamped signatures are seen, though 
the grading service indicates some minor pinholes and a hint of rust that is confined to the back. PMG Fine 12 Net. 


Salisbury, NC - $20 1902 Plain Back Fr. 652 The Peoples NB Ch. # (S)9076 

This is one of the aforementioned three notes to have made an auction appearance from this Rowan County bank. It is a problem 
free example with stamped signatures and paper bright enough to give the piece an overall VF appearance. The cashier’s signature is 
stamped twice. PMG Fine 12. 


Sanford 


Serving as the county seat of Lee County, Sanford sits where white beach sand from the coast meets the Piedmont clay, making the city 
having the right ingredients to be a large producer of clay bricks. In 1959, Sanford produced 10% of the bricks in the United States and was 
named “Brick Capital of the USA.” The town was laid out about 1872 and named for an engineer with the Chatham Railroad. In 1947 the 
town of Jonesboro merged with Sanford. 


Only Known Type II Serial Number One From North Carolina 

Sanford, NC - $10 1929 Ty. 2 The NB of Sanford Ch. # 13791 

In order to be included in a large size-only collection, this note needs to be exceptional and it is. There are almost three dozen serial 
number one 1929 Type I Nationals from North Carolina known to collectors. The discovery of this piece a few years ago made this note 
the first serial number one Type II note known for the state of North Carolina. This is a very interesting feat given the fact that bankers 
often kept the first sheet, or at least the first note of the first sheet of a given issue. While some of those notes ended up in circulation 
during the depths of The Great Depression, many survived as mementos for family members until they were sold to collectors or deal- 
ers for far greater sums in recent years. This note is a three-fold, beautifully embossed $10 that shows off that coveted serial number 
A000001. PMG Choice Very Fine 35. 


Selma 


Selma was officially chartered as a town on February 11, 1873, but the town’s true birth took place on May 1, 1867 when lots were sold 
around a newly established station on the North Carolina Railroad. Selma was born as a railroad town and named for the city in 
Alabama. The town of Selma Cotton Mills, long inactive as a working town, was incorporated in the town of Selma. 


First Ever Public Offering 

Selma, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 606 The First NB Ch. # (S)10739 

Three notes are listed in the census for this bank, though the other two are listed without grades and their whereabouts are unknown. 
As a result, this is the first ever public offering for this bank, which was the lone operating National Bank in town. The edges are a little 
rough, but that is unimportant given its rarity. PMG Very Good 8. 


Shelby 


This county seat of Cleveland County holds an annual “Livermush Festival.” Composed of pig liver, head parts, and cornmeal spiced with 
pepper and sage and resembling scrapple, this southern food is sometimes called “poor man’s pate.” Shelby is probably best known in state 
history for the political machine which held a firm grip on gubernatorial and congressional races for the 20-year period 1929 to 1949.

Shelby, NC - $20 1902 Red Seal Fr. 640 Shelby NB Ch. # (S)7959 

A bold red overprint highlights this rare Red Seal. The penned signature of the cashier and 
stamped signature of the president are also seen. Of the five notes listed in the census, only 
one other example has made an auction appearance before this evening. The grading service 
indicates tape, pinholes and some discoloration, none of which can hinder the fact that this is 
an incredibly rare note from one of the most popular states in the union. PMG Choice Fine 
15 Net. 





Smithfield 


Home to the Ava Gardner Museum, this town on the Neuse River serves as the county seat of Johnston County. First known as Johnston 
Courthouse, as it provided the location for county’s courthouse from 1771, its name was changed to Smithfield in 1777 to honor the land- 
owner of the site on which the town eventually developed. 


Smithfield, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 605 The First & Citizens NB Ch. # 10502 

This bank operated under two different titles, the second of which was adopted in 1921, about seven years after the bank opened its 
doors. The last appearance of a note from this bank, bearing either title, was almost exactly five years ago tonight. This piece has a solid 
VF appearance, but was likely limited by some staining, which is noted by the grading service. PMG Choice Fine 15. 
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Snow Hill 


Not snow, but white sand gave this county seat of Greene County its name. The Tuscarora Native Americans settled the banks of nearby 
Contentnea Creek, which proved to be an important waterway for trade. So much so, that Snow Hill chartered in 1828, developed as a 
major trade depot and almost became the capital of North Carolina. 


One of Two Known 

Snow Hill, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 632 The First NB Ch. # (S)10887 

Snow Hill is one of the great names in North Carolina and played an important role in early state history. Situated along the banks of 
Contentnea Creek, it was a major stop between Wilson and New Bern in early trading. Today it is a tiny hamlet of less than 2,000 and in 
the teens, it was just large enough to support a single National Bank. The First National opened its doors in 1916 and managed to oper- 
ate for seven years. Today, just two notes are known to survive. The other piece was offered to collectors in a 1982 Hickman auction and 
was listed in the catalog as a VG. This piece shows dark stamped signatures and solid paper. PMG Fine 12. 


Statesville 


The original settlement grew around the Fourth Creek Presbyterian Church organized in 1753. The town was named to honor North 
Carolina’s approval of the Federal Constitution, and to mark its becoming a state, both of which coincided with the 1789 authorization for 
the city to be planned. It is the seat of Iredell County and served as the temporary capital of North Carolina during the final months of the 
Civil War when Union troops occupied Raleigh and forced Gov. Zebulon Vance to relocate the Confederate state government. 


Statesville, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 626 The First NB Ch. # (S)3682 
In the last ten years, only one other large size note has been offered from this Iredell County bank. The paper is bright and attractive, 
though PMG indicates there is some PVC damage. A postcard featuring the bank is included with the note. PMG Very Fine 25. 


Tarboro 


Located on the banks of the Tar River, the town served the area as an important Colonial river port and as a thriving trade center during 
the Civil War. The name of the town, chartered in 1760, went through several versions including “Tawboro,” “Tarrburg,” and “Tarborough” 
When it became the county seat of newly formed Edgecombe County in 1764, its name took its current form. 


Tarboro, NC - $10 1902 Red Seal Fr. 615 The First NB Ch. # (S)8356 

Of the twenty or so Red Seals known from North Carolina, most are in the Very Good to Fine range. This piece has long been in the 
census as a full Extremely Fine and was even called AU in its first auction appearance. That first appearance was in 1945 as part of the 
famed Albert A Grinnell Collection Sale. The lot tag from that auction accompanies this lot and reads, “ 3911 Another Rare Southern, 
Regional “S”, Pen Signatures.” This piece certainly has all the eye appeal of a full AU, and easily ranks as one of the top three or four 
Red Seals known from the state. Its pedigree from the Grinnell auction adds that much more history for any North Carolina collector to 
want to add this peach to their collection. Luckily it’s already part of one of the finest collections ever formed. PMG Choice Very Fine 
35, with mention of a minor split. 


Thomasville 


Called “Chair Town” or “Chair City” for the 30-foot replica of an armchair that rests in the middle of the city, this nickname for the town 
reflects the importance of the furniture industry to the local economy. Presidential Candidate, Lyndon Johnson greeted supporters on the 
monument when campaigning in 1960. The town is located in Davidson County and was named for John Thomas, founder of the town. 


Thomasville, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 600 The First NB Ch. # (S)8788 

Embossing of the finest design details and the overprint are easily seen in the open areas of the back design. Deep blue stamped signa- 
tures are seen on the front and bright wholly original paper easily earned this note the Exceptional Paper Quality descriptor from PMG. 
PMG Choice Extremely Fine EPQ. 


Wadesboro 


Wadesboro, county seat of Anson County, was originally named New Town, but was renamed in 1783 in honor of Revolutionary War patri- 
ot Colonel Thomas Wade. In 1900 astronomers from across the globe journeyed to Wadesboro, the ideal location for viewing an upcoming 
eclipse. 


Wadesboro, NC - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 623 The First NB Ch. # (S)4947 

This note was last offered in our May 2003 Central States Signature Auction and described in part, “Common in small size but very 
scarce in large, with this example from the Coastal Collection the finest by far we’ve ever handled. While technically only Extremely 
Fine-About Uncirculated due to its three light folds, the note appears never to have circulated at all, displaying blazing colors, vivid blue 
signatures, and its full original embossing. It’s a premium piece fit for the finest of collections.” PMG says it has one too many folds for 
that AU 50 grade, though they agree with our assessment of its full originality and bestowed upon it the coveted EPQ designation. PMG 
Choice Extremely Fine 45 EPQ.

Washington 


Called Washington as early as 1776, the town which serves as the seat of Beaufort County, was the first city named in honor of our first 
president. During the Civil War, the town at the junction of inland and coastal rivers was a strategic location in eastern North Carolina. 
Occupied by Union forces in 1862, as late as April 1863 Confederate troops were attempting, but unsuccessful in retaking the city due to 
Union gunboats defending the city. 


Washington, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 631 The First NB Ch. # 4997 

Deeply printed details and much of the original embossing is seen on this wholly original note. The First National was the only bank to 
issue notes in Washington and was closed by the receiver in 1931. Our records indicate this is the finest note to be presented from this 
bank in at least ten years. PMG Very Fine 30 EPQ. 


Waynesville 


Located between the Great Smoky and Blue Ridge Mountains, Waynesville is the county seat of Haywood County and the largest town west 
of Asheville. The Town of Waynesville was founded in 1810 by Colonel Robert Love, an American revolutionary soldier who donated land 
for a courthouse, jail, and public square and named the town after his former commander, General “Mad” Anthony Wayne. Waynesville 
also has a connection to another war. With news of General Robert E. Lee’s surrender on April 9, 1865 traveling slowly, the Civil War con- 
tinued in western North Carolina. The final shots of that war were fired near Sulphur Springs, outside Waynesboro, on May 6, 1865, and 
General James Martin, upon hearing of Lee’s surrender, ended the hostilities honorably on May 9, 1865. 


Waynesville, NC - $5 1902 Plain Back Fr. 598 The First NB Ch. # (S)6554 
An even half dozen large size notes are known from this one bank town. This piece is a solid example with full margins and a deep over- 
print. Our records indicate only two other examples of the large size survivors have made auction appearances. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


West Jefferson 


West Jefferson, incorporated as a city in 1909 in Ashe County, has the distinction of having the only cheese factory in the southeastern 
United States. The community developed as a major stop on the Norfolk and Western Railroad, better known as the “Virginia Creeper.” 
The town takes its name from its neighbor, the city of Jefferson which is the county seat. 


First Ever Public Offering 

West Jefferson, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 632 The First NB Ch. # (S)8571 

In February of 1907 this bank was chartered as the First National Bank of Jefferson. In 1915, the bank changed the location in its title 
to West Jefferson. One note is known with the prior title and one large and two small are known with the latter. To date, none have 
made auction appearances until this evening. This piece is a bright, PMG Very Fine 20. The penned signatures of J.R. Roland and Vice 
President C.M. Dickson are perfect. The appearance is excellent overall, though the grading service does mention some ink and an 
internal tear. 


Wilmington 


Serving as the county seat for New Hanover County, Wilmington is located on Cape Fear River and as it is located 30 miles from the 
Atlantic Ocean developed as a port city. Improvements to the river and the rise of steam-powered vessels in the mid-nineteenth century led 
to its growing importance as an export center and it became the terminus of several railroad lines. During the Civil War it lost its export 
trade but became the homeport to the lucrative blockade running business and functioned as the lifeline of the Confederacy providing the 
means through which armaments and supplies could reach the Confederate Army. During World War II its world class shipyard produced 
243 ships for the war effort. 


First Ever Offering from This Brown Bank Only Bank 

Wilmington, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 485 The Atlantic NB Ch. # 4726 

This New Hanover County institution operated from 1892 to 1908 and during that time only 
issued $10 and $20 Brown Backs. Two other notes are recorded in the census, though their 
grades are unlisted and our records indicate they have never appeared at public auction. This 
fully margined and pen signed $10 is the first note to be offered to the collecting public and a 
note very becoming of this momentous collection. PMG Choice Fine 15. 


One of Four $100 Brown Backs Known from North Carolina 

Wilmington, NC - $100 1882 Brown Back Fr. 530 The Murchison NB Ch. # (S)5182 

The Murchison National of Wilmington is one of the most common banks in North Carolina, 
though the collector that assembled the Piedmont Collection did not settle for a common 
note to represent this institution. Eight different banks in North Carolina issued 11,000 $100 
Brown Backs, though known survivors now total four, all of which hail from this New Hanover 
County bank. Our records indicate only one other of the four survivors have made an auction 
appearance before this evening. This piece is a colorful example of one of the most desirable 
National Bank Note designs. Accompanying the note is a post card displaying the post office 
and Murchison bank building.

Wilson 


Named in honor of Captain Louis Wilson who died in Veracruz during the War with Mexico, this seat of Wilson County sits in the Coastal 
Plain of North Carolina not far from Raleigh. The area is chiefly agricultural with a large tobacco-growing economy. 


Wilson, NC - $20 1882 Brown Back Fr. 501 The First NB Ch. # (S)2321 

Two banks operated and issued National Bank Notes in Wilson. The First National was chartered in 1876 and operated for more than 
fifty years before being liquidated in 1932. Months before The First National closed its doors, The National Bank of Wilson opened and 
issued small size notes only. As the only bank that issued more than $1 Million in large size notes, survivors are incredibly hard to come 
by. In 1935, only $2,435 in large size notes was still outstanding. In our April 2006 Central States Signature Auction we sold this beau- 
tiful and colorful $20 Brown Back for $17,250. This note was the only large size note from this bank to be offered at public auction in 
almost two decades. PMG Very Fine 25. 


Winston 


The city was founded in 1849 and named after a local hero of the Revolutionary War. When Forsyth County was formed, Winston became 
the county seat. In 1889 the US Post Office combined the mail offices of Winston with that of the nearby town of Salem and the two towns 
were officially joined as Winston-Salem in 1913. 


Wilson, NC - $10 1902 Plain Back Fr. 632 The First NB Ch. # (S)2321 

Bright paper, signatures, and a solid overprint are seen on this ’02 Plain Back. PMG indicates a restoration along the left edge, which was 
executed by a professional. Regardless, the note faces up very well and comes from a bank with very few offerings for collectors. PMG 
Very Fine 25 Net. 


Winston, NC - $10 1875 Fr. 419 Wachovia NB Ch. # 2425 

The banking institution that Southerners knew for over 100 years as a beacon of stability was started in 1879 in Forsyth County North 
Carolina by William A. Lemly. He chartered The Wachovia National Bank of Winston in June of that year with $100,000 in capital. 
Shortly thereafter, his bank likely received the first shipment of Series 1875 notes delivered in sheets consisting of three $10’s and a $20 
to a sheet. Mr. Lemly’s duty as president was to sign and issue the notes as he did this piece. His bold signature adorns this beautiful and 
problem free note. Only a few nationally recognized banking institutions started as fledgling National Banks. Notes from this bank 
remain one of the most coveted among them because they are so scarce and a glance at the company’s history provides the reason why. 
In 1911 Lemly’s Wachovia National Bank was liquidated and merged with Wachovia Loan and Trust Company, ending the issuance of 
National Bank Notes bearing the Wachovia name. Today, just four notes are known to exist, none of which have been presented at major 
public auction. From what we can gather, this is likely the finest of the four and the bold founder’s signature is the icing on the cake. A 
truly significant piece of North Carolina and National banking history. PMG Very Fine 25. 


Winston, NC - $10 1882 Brown Back Fr. 484 The Peoples NB Ch. # (S)4292 

This piece has been ensconced in this collection since it was last offered as part of the Coastal Collection in our 2003 Central States 
Signature Auction. The colors are sufficiently bright for a Brown Back and the paper is solid. A postcard featuring the block the bank 
building was located on is included with this note. The first building at left is the bank building with the sign at top prominently read- 
ing, “First National Bank Building.” PMG Very Good 10. 


Winston, NC - $10 1902 Date Back Fr. 619 The Merchants NB Ch. # (S)9916 

To date, only five pieces have been recorded from this bank that issued large size notes only between 1911 and 1919. Our records indicate 
only one other note from this bank has made a public auction appearance. This piece has solid paper and full signatures and ranks finer 
than the other notes that have grades listed in the census. PMG Very Fine 20. 


Winston-Salem 


The town of Salem was the site of a Moravian settlement originally named “die Wachau” for the Austrian estate of its benefactor. 
Wachovia Bank takes its name from this area where it was founded. As it grew, the town established its name as Salem, from the Hebrew 
work for “peace.” In the 1900s the location on the site of three forks of Muddy Creek evolved into a port, and by 1916, the now-combined 
city of Winston-Salem was the eighth largest port of entry into the US. By the 1940s 60% of the area workers were employed either by the 
Reynolds Tobacco Company or worked in the Hanes textile mills. Not only are Hanes and Reynolds Tobacco headquartered in Winston- 
Salem, but so is Krispy Kreme Doughnuts.

This well margined $20 is easily the finest large size note known from this Forsyth County bank. The paper remains bright and some of 
the original embossing remains.

Steve Ivy - Co-Chairman and CEO 
Steve Ivy began collecting and studying rare coins as a youth, and as a teenager began advertising coins for sale in national publications 
in 1963. Seven years later, at the age of 20, he opened for business in downtown Dallas, and in 1976, incorporated as an auction 
company. Steve managed the business as well as serving as chief buyer, buying and selling hundreds of millions of dollars of coins 
during the 1970s and early 1980s. In early 1983, James Halperin became a full partner, and the name of the corporation was changed 
to Heritage Auctions. Steve's primary responsibilities now include management of the marketing and selling efforts of the company, the 
formation of corporate policy for long-term growth, and corporate relations with financial institutions. He remains intimately involved 
in all the various categories Heritage Auctions deals in today. Steve engages in daily discourse with industry leaders on all aspects of 
- the fine art and collectibles business, and his views on market trends and developments are respected throughout the industry. He 
previously served on both the Board of Directors of the Professional Numismatists Guild (past president), and The Industry Council for Tangible Assets (past 
Chairman). Steve’s keen appreciation of history is reflected in his active participation in other organizations, including past board positions on the Texas 
Historical Foundation and the Dallas Historical Society (where he also served as Exhibits Chairman). Steve is an avid collector of Texas books, manuscripts, 
and national currency, and he owns one of the largest and finest collections in private hands. He is also a past Board Chair of Dallas Challenge, and is 
currently the Finance Chair of the Phoenix House of Texas. 





James Halperin - Co-Chairman 

Born in Boston in 1952, Jim formed a part-time rare coin business at age 15 after discovering he had a knack (along with a nearly 
photographic memory) for coins. Jim scored a perfect 800 on his math SATs and received early acceptance to Harvard College, but 
after attending three semesters took a permanent leave of absence to pursue his full-time numismatic career. In 1975, Jim supervised the 
protocols for the first mainframe computer system in the numismatic business, which would catapult New England Rare Coin Galleries 
to the top of the industry in less than four years. In 1982, Jim’s business merged with that of his friend and former archrival Steve Ivy. 
Their partnership has become Heritage Auctions, the third-largest auction house in the world. Jim is also a well-known futurist, an active 
collector of EC comics and early 20th-century American art (visit www.jhalpe.com), venture capital investor, philanthropist (he endows 
a multimillion-dollar health education foundation), and part-time novelist. His first fiction book, The Truth Machine, was published in 
1996, became an international science fiction bestseller, and was optioned for movie development by Warner Brothers and Lions Gate. Jim’s second novel, 
The First Immortal, was published in early 1998 and immediately optioned as a Hallmark Hall of Fame television miniseries. 





Greg Rohan - President 

At the age of eight, Greg Rohan started collecting coins as well as buying them for resale to his schoolmates. By 1971, at the age of 10, 
he was already buying and selling coins from a dealer's table at trade shows in his hometown of Seattle. His business grew rapidly, and 
by 1985 he had offices in both Seattle and Minneapolis. He joined Heritage in 1987 as Executive Vice-President. Today, as a partner 
and as President of Heritage, his responsibilities include overseeing the firm’s private client group and working with top collectors in 
every field in which Heritage is active. Greg has been involved with many of the rarest items and most important collections handled 
by the firm, including the purchase and/or sale of the Ed Trompeter Collection (the world’s largest numismatic purchase according to 
the Guinness Book of World Records).

He has worked with collectors, consignors, and their advisors regarding significant collections of books, manuscripts, comics, currency, 
jewelry, vintage movie posters, sports and entertainment memorabilia, decorative arts, and fine art. Greg is a past Chapter Chairman for North Texas of 
the Young Presidents’ Organization (YPO), and is an active supporter of the arts. Greg co-authored “The Collectors Estate Handbook,” winner of the NLG’s 
Robert Friedberg Award for numismatic book of the year. He previously served on the seven-person Advisory Board to the Federal Reserve Bank of Dallas, 
in his second appointed term. 





Paul Minshull - Chief Operating Officer 

As Chief Operating Officer, Paul Minshull’s managerial responsibilities include integrating sales, personnel, inventory, security and MIS 
for Heritage. His major accomplishments include overseeing the hardware migration from mainframe to PC, the software migration of 
all inventory and sales systems, and implementation of a major Internet presence. Heritage’s successful employee-suggestion program 
has generated 200 or more ideas each month since 1995, and has helped increase employee productivity, expand business, and 
improve employee retention.

At only 25, he was accepted into the PNG, and 
currently serves on its Consumer Protection Committee and its Legislation/Taxation Issues Committee. In 1992, he was invited to join 
the Board of Directors for the Industry Council for Tangible Assets, later serving as its Chairman (2002-2005). Since joining Heritage in 
2006, Todd continues to advise most of Heritage’s largest and most prominent clients. 








Leo Frese - Managing Director, Beverly Hills 

Leo has been involved in the business of collectibles and rare coins for four decades, starting as a professional numismatist in 1971. 
He has been with Heritage for more than 20 years, literally working his way up the Heritage ladder before becoming Director of 
Consignments.

Any podium, fax, phone, or mail bids that do not conform to a full or half 
increment will be rounded up or down to the nearest full or half increment and this revised 
amount will be considered your high bid. 

10. Auctioneer’s Execution of Certain Bids. Auctioneer cannot be responsible for your errors in 
bidding, so carefully check that every bid is entered correctly. When identical mail or FAX bids are 
submitted, preference is given to the first received. To ensure the greatest accuracy, your written 
bids should be entered on the standard printed bid sheet and be received at Auctioneer’s place 
of business at least two business days before the Auction start. Auctioneer is not responsible for 
executing mail bids or FAX bids received on or after the day the first lot is sold, nor Internet bids 
submitted after the published closing time; nor is Auctioneer responsible for proper execution of 
bids submitted by telephone, mail, FAX, e-mail, Internet, or in person once the Auction begins. 
Internet bids may not be withdrawn until your written request is received and acknowledged by 
Auctioneer (FAX: 214-4438425); such requests must state the reason, and may constitute grounds 
for withdrawal of bidding privileges.

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments. Off-increment bids may be accepted by the Auctioneer at 
Signature® Auctions and Grand Format Auctions. If the Auctioneer solicits bids other than the 
expected increment, these bids will not be considered Cut Bids. 





Conducting the Auction: 

13. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code. A “Minimum Bid” is 
an amount below which the lot will not sell.

Auctioneer’s decision 
and declaration of the winning Bidder shall be final and binding upon all Bidders. Bids properly 
offered, whether by floor Bidder or other means of bidding, may on occasion be missed or go 
unrecognized; in such cases, the Auctioneer may declare the recognized bid accepted as the 
winning bid, regardless of whether a competing bid may have been higher. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in 
its sole discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent 
or irresponsible person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory 
credit, collectibles references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid 
by a consignor or his agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any 
person apparently appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, 
or very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, 
the Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall 
pass as unsold. 

18. All items are to be purchased per lot as numerically indicated and no lots will be broken.

Payment: 

23. All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier 
checks, travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, all subject to reporting requirements). 
All are subject to clearing and funds being received In Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
purchases. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if a check constitutes “good funds” when 
drawn on a U.S. bank for ten days, and thirty days when drawn on an international bank.

25. Lots delivered to you, or your representative in the States of Texas, California, New York, or 
other states where the Auction may be held, are subject to all applicable state and local taxes, 
unless appropriate permits are on file with Auctioneer. Bidder agrees to pay Auctioneer the 
actual amount of tax due in the event that sales tax is not properly collected due to: 1) an expired, 
inaccurate, inappropriate tax certificate or declaration, 2) an incorrect interpretation of the 
applicable statute, 3) or any other reason.

27. If any Auction invoice submitted by Auctioneer is not paid in full when due, the unpaid balance 
will bear interest at the highest rate permitted by law from the date of invoice until paid. Any 
invoice not paid when due will bear a three percent (3%) late fee on the invoice amount or three 
percent (3%) of any installment that is past due. If the Auctioneer refers any invoice to an attorney 
for collection, the buyer agrees to pay attorney's fees, court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by Auctioneer.

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29. Auctioneer reserves the right to require payment in full in good funds before delivery of the 
merchandise. 

30. Auctioneer shall have a lien against the merchandise purchased by the buyer to secure payment of 
the Auction invoice. Auctioneer is further granted a lien and the right to retain possession of any 
other property of the buyer then held by the Auctioneer or its affiliates to secure payment of any 
Auction invoice or any other amounts due the Auctioneer or affiliates from the buyer.

Auctioneer is unable to combine 
purchases from other auctions or affiliates into one package for shipping purposes. Lots won will 
be shipped in a commercially reasonable time after payment in good funds for the merchandise 
and the shipping fees is received or credit extended, except when third-party shipment occurs. 

33. Successful international Bidders shall provide written shipping instructions, including specified 
customs declarations, to the Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered outside of the United States.

37. Any request for shipping verification for undelivered packages must be made within 30 days of 
shipment by Auctioneer.

38. NO WARRANTY, WHETHER EXPRESSED OR IMPLIED, IS MADE WITH RESPECT TO ANY 
DESCRIPTION CONTAINED IN THIS AUCTION OR ANY SECOND OPINE. Any description of 
the items or second opine contained in this Auction is for the sole purpose of identifying the 
items for those Bidders who do not have the opportunity to view the lots prior to bidding, and 
no description of items has been made part of the basis of the bargain or has created any express 
warranty that the goods would conform to any description made by Auctioneer. Color variations 
can be expected in any electronic or printed imaging, and are not grounds for the return of any lot. 
NOTE: Auctioneer, in specified auction venues, for example, Fine Art, may have express written 
warranties and you are referred to those specific terms and conditions. . 

39. Auctioneer is selling only such right or title to the items being sold as Auctioneer may have by 
virtue of consignment agreements on the date of auction and disclaims any warranty of title to 
the Property. Auctioneer disclaims any warranty of merchantability or fitness for any particular 
purposes. All images, descriptions, sales data, and archival records are the exclusive property of 
Auctioneer, and may be used by Auctioneer for advertising, promotion, archival records, and any 
other uses deemed appropriate.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal 
to the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion 
and does not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these 
Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null 
and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such 
defects, in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 


Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity 
or any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or 
affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express 
or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction 
or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights and privileges conferred 
therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, typographical error, 
etc. and are the exclusive remedy.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. 
Consumer disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas 
venue clause and jury waiver. Non-consumer dispute shall be determined in binding arbitration 
which arbitration replaces the right to go to court, including the right to a jury trial. 

46. Auctioneer in no event shall be responsible for consequential damages, incidental damages, 
compensatory damages, or any other damages arising or claimed to be arising from the auction of 
any lot.
